Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 4 of the Armed Forces (Assam and Manipur) 
Special Powers (Amendment) Act, 1972 (No. 7 of 1972) 
the Central Government hereby declares the whole of the 
said State to be a disturbed area for a period of one year 
beyond 22nd July, 2003, for the purposes of that Act.
